Mohr, the Court omitted the usual Sat- 
urday recess and held a forenoon ses- 
sion today. Mrs. Mohr, whose crgss 
examination was concluded yesterday, 
came under redirect examination today: 

Arthur Cushing began the redirect ex- 
amination by offering a letter written 
by Dr. Mohr to E. J. Sullivan of Fall 
River, Mass., to which Attorney-General 
Rice objected. 

“This letter bears upon the question 
of the marriage,“ John Fitzgerald of 
the defense declared, arguing that it 
should ve admitted. 

After reading the letter, the Court 
ruled that it could be introduced on 
proper proof, but held that the prose- 
cution should have the right ta comment 
on the absence of Sullivan, who fis 
Mohr's brother-in-law, if he 's not put 
on as a witness. Cushing then pre- 
sented the record of the birth and bap- 
tism of the Mohr children. The wit- 
ness testified that both children were 
baptised at the Cathedral and that Dr. 
Mohr took them.

Curismer, $10 for contempt of court, fol- 
lowing a stormy scéne over the question 
of jurisdiction. The two detectives had 
been sentenced by Priest last month to 
30 days in the workhouse and to pay a 
fine of 3100 each on a charge of assault- 
ing J. H. Flynn, a Globe-Democrat re- 
porter. Acting Judge Priest today dis- 
missed the workhouse sentence, but re- 
iruposed the fines. 

Throughout the proceedings Fish chal- 
lenged Priest’s right to act as provi- 
sional Judge. The attorney caused the 
release from arrest of the two detectives 
Monday under habeas corpus proceed- 
ings in which Circuit Judge Arnold 
ruled that Priest was not acting legally 
as Judge, as his appointment had not 
been agreed to in writing by opposing 
counsel in the case of the two detec- 
tives.

T. M. Price, Government chemist in 
the local branch of the United States 
Bureau of Animal Industry, told yester- 
day in the Federal Court how sausage 
can be made of only 70 per cent meat, 
and the rest of cereal and water. 

Price was called as a itness in the 
suit brought by the St. Louis Indepen- 
dent Packing Co. to enjoin the enforce- 


by the Secretary of Agriculture, prohib- 
iting the use of cerea! in sausage in 
excess of 2 per cent, and water in ex- 
cess of 3 per cent. 

Price said that in one experiment he 
took 70 pounds of meat, added 10 per 
cent cereal and 20 per cent water, and 
turned out 100 pounds sausage. Another 
time, when he took 100 pounds of meat 
and with no cereal and water addition, 
this amount reduced to 92 pounds after 
the curing process. 

Gustav Bischoff, president of the St. 
Louis Independent Packing Co., testified 
that he had been a butcher for 25 years, 
and all the butchers he knew used water 
and cornmeal as a binder for the saus- 
age. He said that his company had gen- 
erally put i. from 3 to 8 per cent cereal, 
and 5 to 15 per cent water. Bischoff 
sald his company manufactured 6,000,000 
pounds of sausage annually, and that /5 
per cent of this is sold in St. Louis. 

This is the third hearing of the suit. 
Judge Dyer in May, 1°14, refused to is- 
suc a temporary injunction at the re- 
quest of the packers, and the case was 
then taken to the United States Circuit 
Court or Appeals. From there it was re- 
manded for a new trial.

NO DATE SET FOR GERMANY'S 
REPLY IN LUSITANIA CASE 


Sec-etary Lansing Dented That Uni- 
ted States Had Put Feb. 5 as 
Time Limit. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—Secretary 
Lansing today denied published reports 
that the United States had given Ger- 
many until Feb. 5 to make a definite 
answer on whether it intends to disavow 

the sinking of the Lusitania. 

At the State Department it was de- 
clared that the Lusitania negotiations 
remain as they were early in the week 
when Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, transmitted to Berlin a 
new draft of the proposed agreement 
which embodied all points for which the 
United States contends. The new draft 
is understood to provide that German, 
shall disavow destruction of the ship 
and acknowledge the rights of the 
neutrais who were lost. On this point 
the State Department is understood to 
be firm. 

Secretary Lansing merely denied any 
date has been set for Germany's reply.

She denied that she had made offers 
to Dr. Mohr’s attorneys, through her 
own lawyers, to let her husband have 
an absolute divorce for the Newport 
house and $20,000, or the Elmwood ave- 
nue house and $15,000. She would not 
say whether her husband had made an 
offer of $10,000 for the divorce, but de- 
clared that some offer was made to her 
and refused. 

“Then you did decide to let the Doc- 
tor have a divorce for the Newport 
house and 675,000“ she was asked. 

J talked it over with my attorneys,” 
replied Mrs. Mohr, but I don't think 1 
could have done it.“ 

Letters written by Mrs. Mohr to 
George M. Rooks, brother-in-law of 
Emily Burger, who was wounded the 
night when Dr. Mohr was killed, were 
introduced. 

In one letter it appeared Dr. Mohr 
had said to Miss Burger over the tele- 
phone in the presence of his son, 
Charles, I know we love each other 
and they are trying to part us.” An- 
other letter contained the ceclaration by 
Mrs. Mohr that she believed it impos- 
sible to keep Miss Burger away from 
her husband, The third letter indicated 
that Mrs. Mohr at the time she wrote it, 
was angry with the girl whom she ac- 
cused of breaking up her home. 

Angry at Miss Burger. 

“Tf I'd got hold of her Saturday,” this 
letter said, I'd have about killed her.” 

Mrs. Mohr denied telling the police 
after she was taken into custody that 
“the doctor was a terrible man.” She 
admitted she did not see her husband 
at the hospital the night he was shot, 
pleading that the sight of him covered 
with blood was more than she could 
stand. Asked to explain why she called 
up her attorney about 11:30 o'clock on 
the night of the shooting, she said it 
was to tell him she was going to the 
hospital, as the doctor had been shot. 

She denied attempting to get friends 
to testify that they were at her home 
on the two Friday evenings last August 
when, according to George Healis, the 
negro chauffeur, who ia a witness for 
the State, the alleged murder plots were 
being discussed in her house, and also 
declared untrue the assertion that when 
they refused she told them “if anything 
happens to me through this you will re- 
gret it all your life.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—A proposal 
to co-ordinate the national defense prot- 
lems through a joint congressional com- 
mittee Was laid before the Senate to- 

day by Senator Newlands. 

Senator Newlands declare’ that with 
various hearings on army bills, navy 
plans and other aspects of che national 
defense question proceeding at the same 
time, it was impossible for members of 
Congress to wet a clear view of the na- 
tion’s military needs. 

The Newlands resolution proposés the 
committee be empowered to study the 
general subject of national defense, ef- 
ficien¢y of the present army and navy 
Organization, advisability of compulsory 
service and of creating a national de- 
tense ‘council, the status of the organ. 
ized militia and the question of military 
echools, including possible co-operation 


of the states, the dlem of find 
auxiliary ships for 2 navy in War thet 


and various other phases of the whole 
problem of preparedness, 

The committee would de required to 
prepare a comprehensive report as expe- 


ditiously as possible. 


Conclusions of the general staff wf 
the army as to the country’s require- 
ments for adequate defense were deline- 
ated by its members yesterday before 
the House Military Committee.

First Jew Named for Piace. 

Mr. Brandies is the first Jew to be 
neminated for the office of Supreme 
Court Justice in the 127 years’ history 
of the cart. As near as can be learned 
his name was not among the 27 pro- 
posed by the leaders of the Democratic 
party for the position. 

The Prosidént is reported to have con- 
ferred with Mr. Brandeis frequently 
while he was a Governor of New Jer- 
sey regarding the construction of the 
“Seven Sisters” anti-trust bills that he 
efterward caused to be passed by the 
Legislature of that State, and also with 
reference to several features of his in- 
augural address. When the fire of op- 
position trained on Mr. Brandeis pre- 
vented his appointment to Mr. Wilson's 
Cabinet, he by no means lost prestige 
in the estimate of the President. It was 
at the instance of the President that 
the Massachusetts lawyer was selected 
to represent the Government in the ap- 
plication of the railways of the country 
for permission to increase their rates, 
which resulted in a concession approxi- 
mating 6 per cent of their average bus- 
iness. 

The methods pursued by Mr. Brandeis 
in opposing the requests cf the rail- 
road to increase their rates provoked a 
storm of criticism against him, but that 
such methods were most thorough and 
conclusive, however, was admitted ger- 
erally by rafiway officials themselves 
and members of Congress. 

The fact that the railways were not 
given permission to adopt an even high- 
er tariff than that granted was credit- 
ed to the success of Mr. Brandeis in 
showing that, with efficient manage- 
ment, the railway systems of the coun- 
try could be conducted on a more eéco- 
nomical basis and earn a larger percent - 
age of profits. The results, while ad- 
mitted to be just, did not make friends 
for the man whom the President nomi- 
fated for the Supreme Court bench. This 
hostile sentiment was reflected in com- 
ments made by Democratic as well as 
Republican Senators when the clerk read 
the name of Mr. Brandeis. 


Basis of Objection to Brandeis. 
Crystallized in general terms, the ob- 


jections to the nomination are about as 
follows: 

That Mr. Brandeis is a radical, a the- 
orist, impractical, with strong Socialistic 
tendencies. 

That he is given to extravagance of 
utterance, inspired by prejudice and in- 
tolerance. 

That he is a self-advertiser, reck- 
less in his methods of seeking persona! 
exploitation. 

That he does not possess the judicial 
temperament,’’ that will fit him for the 
duties of a Supreme Court Judge, in 
that he would be influenced by personal 
considerations, rather than the merits of 
the causes submitted for impartial an- 
alysis and exact judgment. 

That Mr. Brandeis is not a Democra’* 
and that prior to 1912 he was active in 
the organization and promotion of pre- 
greasive sentiment which eventuated in 
the candidacy of Col. Roosevelt, of 
whom he was once a strong admirer. 

That the vacancy on the Supreme 
Court bench “belonged to the South” as 
only two of the present jurists were ap- 
pointed from that section of the coun- 
try and that the fate Justice Lamar’s 
Suctessor should have been taken from 
it, : 


Passed Up Taft With Regret. 

It is said by the President's friends 
that it was with extreme regret that 
he felt he was compelled by po- 
tical exigencies to pass over former 
President Taft, whose selection had been 
recommended by both Democrats and 
Republicans throughout the country. 

There isn’t any doubt that the Presi- 
dent regards Mr. Brandeis as 4 Demo- 
erat, notwithstanding the skepticiam 
of the senatorial critics. There is less 
Opposition based on political considera- 
tions expressed by the Democratic Sen- 
ators than it was thought there would 
be. The Senators of both parties, 
Stunned by the unexpectedness of the 
appointment, first characterized it As 
“astounding,” “incomprehensible,” pad 
appointment,” but after the first spasm 
of surprise passed away, the Democrats, 
expressing confidence in the President's 
reasons, urging the confirmation of Mr. 
Brandeis, appeared to become reconciled 
to it to some extent.

Lodge and Weeks May Lead Fight. 

It is expected the fight against Mr. 
Brandeis will be led by Senators Lodge 
and Weeks of Massachusetts, from 
which Btate Mr. Brandeis is credited, 
though for the last three years he has 
been almost constantly in Washington. 

In accordance with their custom, none 
of the members of the Senate would 
discuss for publication their views on 
the nomination. But all predicted there 
will Be a stubborn fight made against 
his confirmation. 

The most recent activities of Mr. 
Brandeis in the House had to do with 
the Stevens price fixing’’ bill, a mea- 
bure agitated by the Fair Trade League 
of New York; to permit manufacturers 
of merchandise to fix uniform prices 
for their goods and prevent what Mr. 
Brandeis classed as “unfair competi- 
tion.“ On Feb. 27, 1914, he appeared be- 
foré the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce in favor of the bill. He told the 
committee that the Supreme Court had 
rendered a decision inadvertently.“ 

Representative Barkley of Kentucky 
cautioned Mr. Brandeis against the use 
of the word inadvertently.“ 

“Why not?’ asked the Boston law- 
yer. 

Mr. Brandeis then cited the income 
tax cases and the method the people 
took of getting around this decision by 
amending the Constitution. Mr. Bark- 
ley maintained that the decision had not 
been erroneous. 

Favors Rule of Public Policy. 

‘The rule laid down,“ said Mr. Bran- 
deis, ‘‘was not in harmony with public 
policy, so the people, who are the su- 
preme authority“ 

Mr. Barkley insisted that the question 
of public policy was not involved in the 
income tax cases. 

“Précisely,”’ responded Brandeis, and 
in a very large number of cases where 
questions of strict law are before the 
court, we have to accept the decision 
of the court as the highest authority. 
But on a question of public podlicy it 
is no disrespect to the Supreme Court 
to say that the majority of the court 
was mistaken. 

“There iz no reason why five gentle- 
men of the Supreme Court should know 
better what public policy demands than 
five gentlemen of Congress.“

TEXT OF AGREEM 
WITH MONTENE 


Pact Signéd at Cettinje Said to 
Allow Teutons to Continue 
Operations in Country.

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Jan. 
20.—The Overseas News Agency says: 

“The text of the agreement signed on 
Jan. % at Cettinje by the Austro-Hun- 
garian delegates, Lieut. Field Marshal 
von Hoefer and Maj. Schuppich, and 
for the Montenegrin Government by 
Gen. Becir and Maj. Lompar, have been 
made public by the Austro-Hungarian 
authorities.’’ 

The most important paragraph in the 
agreement according to the news Agency 
statement is one which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The Montenegrin delegates desire to 
begin peace negotiations as soon as pos- 
sible, since this would have a quieting 
influence on the population.“ 

In paragraph No, 3, the news agency 
continues, the Montenegrins authorized 
the Austro-Hungarian army to continue 
military operations in Montenegro and 
promised to lend all possible assistance 
to the Austro-Hungarian forces by fur- 
nishing them food and water, means of 
transportation and housing for the 
troops. 

It was further agreed, the statement 
adds, that ull Montenegrins were to lay 
down their arms and that only those 
attached to the police forces were to be 
allowed to carry revolvers, the Monte- 
negrin Government to give exact details 
regarding these individuals and their 
badge numbers. 

The remainder of the agreement is 
summarized as follows: 

“All Germans and Austro-Hungarians 
held as prisoners in Montenegro will be 
raleased immediately. Montenégrins 
taken prisoner before the capitualation 
on Jan. 17, at 8:30 a. m., to be released 
upon the conclusion of peace; Monten- 
grins taken prisoner after this hour not 
to be considered as prisoners of war 
and to return freely to thefr homes.

PARIS, Jan. Y. — The Paris néwspa- 
pers publish further excérpts from the 
interview yésterday of David Lioyd- 
George, Minister of Munitions, with the 
London correspondent of the Milan Se- 
colo, in which the Minister was quoted 
as saying that the allies are only just 
beginning and that they are gaining 
now while Gérmany is weakening. The 
excerpts follow: 

Wo have at present 3,000,000 men under 
arms.“ said Lloyd-George, according to 
inter viewer, and by spring we shall 
Dave 4,000,000 of soldiers solid, fit and 
well equipped. 

“This is a democratic war. If it was 
not I should have nothing to do with it. 
I was opposed to the last war that 
England engaged in, but in the present 
war the future of democracy in the 
whole world is involved. It is a final 
struggle between military autocracy and 
political liberty, a hideous conflict, but 
one wherein we shall be victorious, of 
that I am certain. The central empires 


Great Britain is united 
for this war to such a point that, if 
there were a général election not 4 
single anti-war member would be elect- 
ed.

Tribune, Press, Sun and Times Point to Objec- 
tions — World Editorial Declares That Most 
People Will Approve Selection. 


NEW YORK, Jan.

the appointment of Louis D. Brandeis 
to the Supreme Court as follows: 

New York World: In ultra-conser- 
vative and corporation circles the ap- 
pointment of Louis D. Brandeis as a 
Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court has been received with dismay. 


Yet Mr. Brandeis has a record as a law- 
yer not unlike that of Charles E. 
Hughes. Both are great investigators 


Both have demonstrated their devotion 
to the public welfare. In his day Mr. 
Hughes was feared by selfish and cor- 
rupt interests no less than Mr. Brandeis 
has been since then. 1 

It is not to be denied, however, that 
Mr. Brandeis is a radical, and it is be- 
cause he is a radical of unusual ability 
and character that his elevation to the 


bench will be regarded by most people 


with emphatic approval. Second t6 none 
cf his prospective associates in learning 
and legal experience, he will carry into 
their counsels predilections that are 
none the less desirable because they are 
new or uncommon. 

In society, in business, in professional 
life, in Congress and in the judiciary 
there is always a place for.the intelli- 
gent radical. Especially in determin. 
ing the momentous questions that fre- 
quently arise in the Supreme Court at 
Washington, it is important that there 
should be Judges whose poitt of view is 
not determined by tradition and habit. 


Most appointments of this kind awake 
en little interest outside of narrow cir- 
cles. Criticised as it is 1 such places, 
the selection of Mr. Brandeis is hailed 
with enthusiasm in much wider 
spheres. It is a realization of progress 
that will be appreciated by millions, ir- 
respective of party names or prejudices, 
who are disinclined to believe that 
Judges must always be chosen from a 
class unsympathetic with the economic 
burdens and 8 aspirations of the 
people.

“BY THE SYMPHONY 


Drama-Opera, With Its Fright- 
ful-Eloquence, Sung by Mar- 
cella Craft. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES, 
T the conclusion of the Sym- 
A phony Orchestra's concert yes- 
terday afternoagn, at the Odeon, 
consternation was the prevailing 
emotion to be read upon the faces of 
the audience, so amazed were they 
by the orchestral cacaphonies, the 
vocal shrieks and screams, which 
made up the finale of Richard 
Strauss’ music-drama, Salome,“ with 
Miss Marcella Craft, American so- 
prano, in the solo role. Many of ther- 
of course, had heard the music be- 
fore, when Mary Garden, at the Coli- 
seum a few years ago, gave her ver- 
sion of Oscar Wilde’s poem, but this 
was the first time the music was per- 


pformed here in its complete nudity, 


stripped of the clothing afforded by 
the actor’s art and the settings of 
the dramatic stage. 

In order to endure listening at all 
to this “drama of the future,” one 
must divest himself of every cus- 
tomary operatic standard. There is 
not only no melody, with a fleeting 
exception or so, but there is scarcely 
anything which can be called sing- 
ing, it is declamation with musical 
pitch. The orchestration is only rare- 
ly an accompaniment to the voice; 
it is something separate, concerned 
not at all with supporting the solo 
with harmonies, but busied almost 
exclusively with printing in tones 
the emotions and progress of the 
action. 

Has Certain Fascination. 

With these purposes once fixed in 
the mind, it is not to be denied that 
the music takes on a certain fright- 
ful eloquence, a kind of monstrous 
fascination. If you complain that it 
is repulsively ugly, the reply is that 
its aim is not beauty at all, but dra- 
matic. expressiveness; and that as it 
bete. a text which is repul- 
sively ugly, the composer has tri- 
umphed in what he set himself to 
accomplish. 

But it is for these very reasons that 
Miss Craft’s concert version of the Sa- 
lome' finale loses much in effectiveness, 
for it is not fair to the music to compel 
it to stand alone. In the Italian opera 
the music is the supreme factor; but to 
the disciples of the Wagnerian gospel it 
is the play which is the thing, with the 
music, the words, the acting, together 
with scenery and costuming, as subordi- 
nate elements, all woven together to 
make the great whole-the drama. Wag- 
ner’s music can stand on its own feet, 
for, despite his theories, he was an in- 
corrigible lyricist; but this cannot be 
said, in this case at least, of the less 
gifted and more thorough-going Strauss, 


Somewhat Expurgated. 

on the other hand, the concert ver- 
sion mercifully spares the sensibilities of 
the audience, in that Salome’s obscene 
caresses of the severed head of Joc- 
hanaan are not presented. The program 
compiler also had the taste to omit, in 
his translation of the German setting 
of Wilde’s text, some of the more 
loathsome phrases, which, however, Miss 
Craft sang in German without change. 

As bewildered as the audience was 
over the music, it was convinced of one 
thing—of Miss Craft's intrepidity in at- 
tempting so formidable a score, and also 
one so thankless in its results to the 
singer. It was also recognized that she 
might easily have won a popular tri- 
umph such as she achieved here earlier 
in the season, at the Morning Choral 
Club, by presenting songs and melodious 
operatic arias; but that she had chosen, 
instead, the thornier way of the pioneer. 

“The One Supreme Salome.“ 

Miss Craft, it is said, has been pro- 
nounced by Strauss himself the one 
supreme Salome, and she has fre- 


7 Guently sung the opera during her ca- 


reer in the German opera houses. But 
how cruel a tax the composer lays upon 
the singer is shown by the fact that 
even her struggles with the music were 
painfully obvious; only by screaming at 
the top of her voice could she be heard 


Jat times above the din of the orches- 


tra, and this orchestra was one of 
about 75 pieces, instead of the 110 in- 
struments dated for by Strauss,. It 
Was a savage test of physical strength 
and vocal chords; and that a woman so 
slight of physique as Miss Craft should 
essay it is heroism in no small degree. 
As an instance of the composer's heart- 
less exactions, it may be noted that this 
score, written for a soprano, calls for 
an G-flat below the staff, which is a 
low note for a contralto: and also for 
n B-flat above the staff, which is a 
nigh note for a mezzo-soprano. 

What Miss Craft's interpretation of 
the character of Salome may be could 
searcely be judged from yesterday's 
performance, for, in the limits of the 
concert étage, she had nete scope for 
histrioni¢ portrayal. But one may credit 
ker spoken words—that she seeks as 
much as possible to refine the Biblical 
Princess into something less gross than 
Mary Garden's Salome, who is frankly 
a necromaniac, an insane voluptuary, a 
precocious virtuoso in profligacy. 

For her first number, Miss Craft pre- 
sented Liszt's Die Lorelei.“ which, 
despite a thrilling phrase here and there 
which aroused expectations of great 
singing, was on the whole a disappoint- 
ment. The wear and tear of singing 
Strauss has perceptibly robbed her voice 
of some of thé musical quality which it 
undoubtedly once possessed, and the 
habit of singing with all the power of 
her lungs has made tt difficult for her

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RAISING SOLDIERS. 
The slogan of peace put in the mouths of 
women by the fanatic pacifists is, “We will not 
raise our boys to be soldiers.” 
In his New York speech President Wilson in- 


dicated the answer to this alluring and deceptive, 


cry in the following paragraph: 


The sanitary experience of our army in 
the Spanish War was merely an indictment 
of America’s indifference to the manifest 
lessons of experience in the matter of ordi- 
nary preparation. We have got the men to 
waste, but God forbid that we should waste 
them. Men who go as efficient instruments 
of national honor into the field afford a very 
handsome spectacle, indeed, but men who 60 
in, crude and ignorant boys, only indict those 
in authority for stupidity and neglect. And 
so it seems to me that it is our manifest duty 
to have a proper citizen reserve. . 


Let us assume that interests so vital to our 
safety, independence and future welfare are as- 
saulted that to submit would entail intolerable 
consequences either in immediate oppression and 
loss of liberty or future disadvantage. which 
would subject us to easy aggression. What 
would happen if enough boys for the efficient 
defense of the country had not been raised to 
be soldiefs—if we were unprepared? 

Our boys would be raised to die miserably in 
unsanitary camps. 

They would be raised to perish in inadequate 
ships with inadequate guns. 

They would be raised to be butchered help- 
lessly on battlefields and in trenches by superior 
forces with superior guns and munitions. 

They would be raised to be slaves humbly sub- 
mitting their homes, their possessions, their 
Government and their futures to conquerors. 
They would be raised to forfeit the heritage of 
freedom, self-government and rich resources won 
‘for them by the fathers. eg 

Our daughters would be raised to be the vic- 
tims of brutality and the handmaids of oppres- 
sors. 

They would be raised to raise sons doomed to 
serve and labor for others. 

We do not say these things are en but 
they are possible. Belgium is a waste and Po- 
land a blackened desert because the Belgians and 
‘Poles were unable to defend themselves against 
aggressors. : 

‘War is horrible, but more horrible than war is 
peace at the sacrifice of everything that makes 
life worth living. 

Unpreparedness, as the present war proves, 
does not avert war—it makes it more horrible to 
the unprepared. 

If we raise our boys to be efficient soldiers in 
defense of their country they may never have to 
engage in war. If they do have to defend the 
country, they will give a good account of them- 
sulves—they will do the work at the least cost 
of life and treasure. 

The idea that it is wrong to fight and die in 
defense of country is ignoble, born of degeneracy. 
If this is democracy’s ideal, democracy is a 
failure. 
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JEWISH WAR FUND’S GREAT SUCCESS. 

The $20,000 mentioned as St. Louis’ tentative 
‘apportionment in contributions for the relief of 
Jewish war victims has been far surpassed. It is 
now hoped that the total may reach at least four 


times $20,000 seems certain. 

The objects of this most worthy and appealing

Generous as have been the St. Louis contribu- 
tions to specific classes of war sufferers in récent 
weeks, this movement promises to be more suc- 
cessful than that in behalf of any other race. 
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SCHOOL HONORS WON BY GIRLS. 

All four of the university scholarships made 
available for midwinter high school graduating 
classes in St. Louls were won by girls. Of 20 
such scholarships in recent months 17 are said 
to have been won by girls. 

As a matter of fact, our girls are spared a great 
many of the handicaps of our boys in satisfying 
the thirst for knowledge. They have no weighty, 
time-consuming responsibilities for the school 
showing in baseball and football. They are not 
expected to. join in the leisurely discussions of 
the gang respecting the preferable brand of 
cigarettes. They are believed to’ be less sus- 
ceptible to the call of the wild, the call of dad’s 
motor car and other extra scholastic diversions. 
Still, while there is every disposition to make 
allowances for our boys and they are admittedly 
good losers, they may be urged to brace up.

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BRANDEIS FOR THE HIGH COURT. 

Louis D. Brandeis will not be 60 years of age 
until November and so fulfills one of the condi- 
tions the President prescribed for himself in se- 
lecting the new Justice of the Supreme Court. 

It was said that Justice White received his orig- 
inal appointment to the court because, in addi- 
tion to his general legal qualifications, he had a 
special Knowledge of the Louisiana code. The 
deciding factor in the selection of the late Justice 
Brown was said to be his mastery of admiralty 
law, gained on the lakes during the period of de- 
cadence in ocean shipping. It may be that Mr. 
Brandeis’ appointment was due more than to 
any other one thing to the fact that he is a spe- 
cialist in certain problems already engaging the 
aitention of the country and destined to press 
more and more urgently for solution. 

Perhaps no other man of conspicuous legal abil- 
ities represents as Mr. Brandeis does the scien- 
tific opinion—which 18 ‘rapidly becoming the 
dominating public opinioti’ of the country—on as 
many of the questions arising out of the rela- 
tions of the people to their utility servants, the 
need for conservation, the mutual responsibilities 
of employers and employes, trust monopoly, mul- 
titudinous questioſs described under the term 
social justice. 

Progress in these important fields of effort must 
not be obstructed, as so many reforms have been 
in the past, by the attitude of the Federal courts. 
He can give during the remainder of his life ex- 
pectancy intelligent and highly useful service in 
defining from the bench the very principles of law 
with which the jurisprudence of the future seems 
most likely to concern itself. The appointment is 
unpopular with the magnates who fear the clear- 
thinking and courageous mind of the man, but it 
will please the people.

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THE BRITISH LABOR CONGRESS. 

. The British Labor Congress pledged support to 
the Government in prosecuting the war, declined 
to recommend energetic opposition to the en- 
forcement of the conscription act and directed the 
Labor party members of the Cabinet, who re- 
signed when conscription was approved by Par- 
liament, to retain their places. 

It did not, however, sanction conscription per 
se, though the confused form of early reports de- 
scribing the Government victory seemed to indi- 
cate that it did. 
otically giving a general indorsement to the war 
efforts of the Ministry, it specifically condemned 
conscription. 

Further, the congress began betimes an effort 
to prevent the grim lessons received on prepared- 
ness from fastening militarism on the country as 
a permanent policy. It demanded peace terms 
providing for drastic reductions in armaments, 
without which the war would be fruitless, and 
for the territorial autonomy of the various na- 
tions. It demanded control of foreign affairs by 
Parliament, to prevent secret treaties and alli- 
ances that may impose war against the people’s 
wish. 

These are wise and patriotic expressions on sub- 
jects of vital importance. Greater publicity for in- 
ternational dealings has become a world-wide de- 
mand. The diplomacy that cannot stand the light 
of day is a dangerous diplomacy. Foreign offices 
will confine themselves to the other and more 
creditable kind when nations insist on knowing

absolutely even among the other ow- 
ers that no one of éither side will dare 
attack us, not from fear of us (why 
should anyone fear us), but for fear 
that the other side would attack them. 

“We are rich, fat, soft, and eds; 
picking for any gunmen among the 
other nations. And the world is fuil 
of gunmen. 

“We have wounded Germany beyond 
her power or willingness to forgive. 
She believes that without our munitions 
she could win. She sees us as one of 
thé alliés, supplying the fighting force 
with food and ammunition—too cowardly 
to fi@ht, but skulking in the background, 
coining the blood of German soldiers 
into American gold. To all intents and 
purposes we are oné of the allies, But 
as a nation we get few fruits of the 
alliance. That goes to the private man- 
ufacturers of ammunition. 

“Now is the time to put the allies 
under obligation, to make them réalizé 
that if Germany is going to hate us 
efter the war, they (which of course 
méans England with her navy) must 
havé the gratitude to protect us after 
the war from Germany’s vengeance or 
Japan's ambition. 

„Now is thé time to drive a bargain 
with England for protection in the fu- 
ture against Germany and Japan. If 
Fngland refuses the bargain, we can 
and should stop the exporting of all 
ammunition to the allies now. 

“Will our Government attempt to 
drive such a bargain? It will not. We 
shall proceed as before, embittering 
the mighty German nation to irrecon- 
cilability, and meanwhile placing the 
allies under no obligation to us what- 
eoever for protéction after the war. 
* „ * We are fighting on to our na- 
tional Niagara, squabbling about the 
rights and wrongs of Belgium, think- 
ing nothing of the greatér Belgium that 
we may ourselves become.“ 

Patterson's little book is made up 
wholly of reflections, and apparently 
might have been written just as well if 
the author had remained at home, ex- 
cept for a few réferénces to what he 
heard said Abroad. He reviews history 
to prove that the belligerent nations are 
a bad lot, and that no American who 
looks into their past records can sym- 
pathize very much with any of them. 

“Any American,“ he writes, who 
suggests or even hopes that America 
should go into the war on the side of 
the allies, becausé he loves France, or 
becausé he sorrows for Belgium, or de- 
cause of the Lusitania, or because he 
thinks it would be unfortunate for hu- 
münity in general to have Germany tri- 
umph, is a traitor to America. 

“Conversely, the American who agi- 
tates for the stoppage of munition ex- 
ports, or who would have us complicate 
in anw sense whatever our relations 
with Great Britain, for thé sake of Ger- 
many, is a traitor to America. 

„But the American who would have 
us intervene in the war on the side vf 
the alliés because he thinks that if we 
don't do 80. Germany will win, and Will 
attack us next, and that it is better for 
us to fight Germany now with allies 
than later alone—stich a man may or 
may not be mistaken, but he is think» 
ing patridtically. Whether he is think- 
ing wisely or not, no one in the world 


knows yet.” (Duffield & Co.)

nn. OF CHRIST’S TEMP- 
TATION. 


N this interprétative study o 
| Christ's Temptation, by George 
Stephen Painter, professor of phi- 
losophy in New York State College, dif- 
ficulties presented by the literal and tra- 
ditional view of the experience are re- 
moved and depths of significance are re- 
vealed. 

The story of the Temptation, the au- 
thor says, is one of the most remarkable 
creations of religious literature. Purely 
as literature it is a classic. In ‘ts rer- 
resentation of the supreme mors! tria! 
of the most perfect character of history 
it gains profound meaning. The story 
he considers, in form at least, a literary 
work of art with a religious purpose, 
aiming not so much to record historic 
fact as to teach great moral «nd re- 
ligtous truths. It is thé rational and 
éthical content of the teaching, he de- 
elares, that has abiding significance. II. 
its massive suggestivéeness, he says. it 
ie unsurpaésed by any piece of litera- 
ture. 

The author's approach is frankly -riti- 
cal. At the present time he says 
“great trafisitions in religious thought 
and practive are going on; the tendency 
is to break away from traditional be 
liefs as never before. There is a going 
back to first principles and a thinking 
of the problems anew; there is a dispo- 
sition to examine religion independently 
for ourselves; no mere hearsay evidence 
will ffice, nor may others do our 
thinking for us. There is a rude turn- 
ing away from our time-honored dogmas 
and creeds, and a serious questioning of 
the tenets of our faith and practice. 
This does not signify that men are 
growing less religious, but rather that 
they mean to be more rationally so. It 
is as it should be ahd is the sign of in- 
tellectual good health; for the faith that 
stands on authority is not faith, and 
thé réliance on authority marks the sur? 
decline of religion.“ 

Before taking up the details of the 
Temptation, the author presents a 
foundational discussion pf the principles 
of interpretation. In his treatment of 
the Temptation he does not confine him. 
self to analysis of the details but goes 
quite far afield in the consideration of 
correlated subjects as one mav do 
whose purpose and ernie. are philo- 
sophical. 

The view of the Temptation which he 
convincingly offers is that the experi- 
ence was entirely subjéctive. He points 
the way back to the inner implications 
of the narrative and reveals it as a mir 
ror of the actual experiences ot human 
life. 


The discussion leads nécessarily te 
miracles, concerning which he says: 
Miracles to the modern mind are a 
stumbling block to faith, for the reason 
that they postulaté the incomprehénsi- 
ble. Furthermore, we have come to see 
that the greatest evidence of the intelli 
gence and personality of God and the 
witness of His power and présence is 
not in miracles or the unconnected and 
merely fortuitous occurrences, but in the 
great manifestations of system and or- 
der, in design and purpose, in drdorly 
cause and efféct, in the intélligible con- 
tinuity and uniformity of phenomena.

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COAL MINERS TO 


DEMAND GENERAL 
WAGE INGREASE 


Men in Soft Coal Fields Want 
10 Per Cent More, and Others 
20 Per Cent. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jau. . Gen- 
eral satisfaction was expressed to- 
day by the delegates to the convention 
of the United Mine Workers of America 
with the demands agreed upon yester- 
day to be presented to the coal opera- 
tors throughout the country in the ne- 
gotiations for new wage agreements 
this year. Ten per cent increase Will 
be asked for the soft-coal miners and 
0 per cent for men paid by the day. 

Anthracite men are hoping they will 
not only receive 20 per cent advance in 
wages, but will be able to negotiate an 
agreement for not more than two years 
Leaders from the hard-coal fields here 
say that they have information that t 
concessions are made by the anthracite 
operators the employers will demand a 
five-year contract. The miners’ organ- 
ization is opposed to long-term con- 
tracts. a 

Among the demands asked for in the 
soft-coal fields y an éight-hour day 
from bank to bank; that is, the time 
of the miner is to begin at the minute 
he enters the mine and continue until hy 
emerges after his day's work. Weekly 
pay days are also demanded by the 
bituminous workers and a further de- 
mand is made that every other Saturday 
be an idle day, ifstead of a half day 
each Saturday. 

President Frank Farrington of the 
Illinois mineis said that nothing was 
placed in the demands that cannot be 
obtained. 

The representatives of the miners and 
operators of the bituminous districts of 
IHinois, Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania 
wili confer on these demands at Mobile, 
Feb. 7. 

The convention has approved the poli- 
cy advocated by President White of re 
maining at work pending the signing of 
new contracts. 

While there has been no indication 
that there will be a strike, large users 
of. coal in the bituminous fields, espe- 
cially the railroads, have been storing 
coal in large quantities.

Scores of persons were reported miss- 
ing and it was believed that a number of 
bodies were carried out to sea, The val- 
ley is populated principally by Japanese.
